Foreign business men who tried to 
ship goods through Russia told me 
their difficulties were insurmount- 
able until low and high officials were 
properly recompensed for the trou- 
ble they took doing their fobs. 
Pjirjinsky, who runs the rallroads 
as well as\the Che-Ka, said in his 
statement that graft in transporta- 
tion had become so common he was 
at a loss to know how to begin its 
eradication. 

It is not so much that the Russian 
is more dishonest than other men. 
There is the material motive—he 
must have money. Russia is a tre- 
mendous bureaucracy and bureau- 
cracy breeds graft , 

Take the housing situation. Ace 
cording to the law, no one is per- 
mitted more than two rooms for*’a 
family of three. The Government 
can requisition all extra space. Yet 
in house after” house I visited in 
Moscow I found speculators living in 
seven and eight room apartments, 
“hile workers lived in a flat. The 
Speculators bribed the local House 
Committee.

watching the communist. 

There can be no Initiative. The 
commuhitsts hope to control bribery 
by this system.

“In the future people wil! be aif, 
ferent. They will not be influenced 
by private gain.” 

The communists a.e¢ always fluent 
when they discuss the future. Mean- 
while they hope the executioner’s 
bullet will help mold human nature 
along Marxist lines.

Has Been “Squeezed Out, 


In connection with the spectacular agitation as to 
‘“‘Water”’ in railroad stocks—clearly demagogic, and stirred 
up by a few publicity-seeking politicians for purely selfish 
ends—it was stated that the railroad stocks of the country 
carried ‘‘Water’’ to the extent of six or seven billion dollars.

The truth is, that American railroad stocks have always 
been singularly free from ‘“‘Water”; and that in the few 
instances in which stocks were “Watered”, the water has 
been squeezed thoroughly out by repeated re-organizations 
and expenditures for improvements which have actually 
raised property values above the amount of the out- 


standing securities. 


As a matter of fact, the railroads, while now carrying 
the greatest traffic on record, have not been earning 
annually the 534 per cent on valuation which Congress has 
said that they are entitled to; and the situation therefore 
seems to call for less interference with the railroads in 
running their own business; rather than for further restric- 
tions through unwise and unwarranted legislation.
